Sir, — I  have  the  honour  to  sub  nit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1909.  The  details  are  grouped  under  their 
proper  heads  in  the  reports  of  the  several  branches  under  the  Accountant,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Printing  and  the  Superintendent  of  Stationery,  respectively. 

The  printing  done  for  Parliament  and  the  various  Departments  amounted  to 
$472,420.6:5  as  against  $428,089  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year — an  increase  of 
$44,3.31.03.  The  value  of  the  goods  issued  by  the  Stationery  Branch  shows  an  increase 
of  $33,488.70,  the  figures  being:  1907-8,  $580,027.75;  1908-9,  $613,516.45. 

The  deficit  on  account  of  the  Canada  Gazette  amounted  to  $555.44.
